TEACHING CHICKS TO ROOST 


Growing chicks shou ld be tau ght 
to roost at an early age. Chickens 
are habit forming and shou ld not be 
allowed to sleep on the floor after 
they are old enou gh to roost. The 
longer they are permitted to sleep 
on the floor the hard er it will be to 
break them from 
the 
habit. 
In 
teaching chicks to roost it will be 
necessary to start with a low’ roost, 
3 inches is abou t the light height. 
It is a good plan to hav e sev eral 
sections of roosts and place them 
completely arou nd the brood er when 
the chicks are three or fou r weeks 
old . 
The 
chicks will 
soon learn 
what the roosts are for and occu py 
them. The principal ad v antage 
of 
hav ing chicks roost at an early age I 
is that they are prev ented 
from I 
bu nching u p, getting too hot 
and i 
catching cold s. Cau tion: Do not per 
mit chicks to roost on perches less, I 
than 1-2 inch in wid th at 
the start.

In 18 9 2, at the age of 
tu rned to Jones Cou nty , 
mad e my home for the 
y ears. The first six y ears 
tu rning to Jones Cou nty , 
cou ntiy schools and stu d ied law in 
the Winter and Spring months, and 
Worked in the harv est field s in the 
Su mmer, and picked cotton d u ring 
the Fall. 
In 18 98 , I was licensed to prac­ 
tice law. In 1918 , after twenty -six 
y ears of resid ence in Jones Cou nty , 
and twenty y ears as a lawy er, 
I 
became a cand id ate 
for 
District 
Ju d ge of the 39 th District, compos­ 
ed of Jones, Fisher, Kent, Stone­ 
wall, 
Haskell 
and 
Throckmorton 
Cou nties, and was elected in 
the 
first primary . In this election, 
I 
receiv ed a majority of the v otes at 
ev ery v oting box in Jones Cou nty , 
and carried the Cou nty by a v ote of 
317 1 to 7 7 6 , for my two oppenents. 
After fiv e y ears as Ju d ge of the 
39 th District, 1 was 
appointed 
a 
Ju d ge of the Commission 
of 
the 
Su preme Cou rt of Tex as, and serv ­ 
ed to the end of my term, Ju ly 1, 
1925 , at which time I retu rned to 
Jones Cou nty , and entered the prac­ 
tice of law. 
1 mov ed to Tay lor Cou nty thir­ 
teen y ears ago, u pon being appoint­ 
ed Ju d ge of the 104th Ju d icial Dis­ 
trict, as now composed of 
Fisher, 
Jones and Tay lor Cou nties. 
Since 1930, I hav e been Presid ­ 
ing Ju d ge of the Sev enth Ad minis­ 
trativ e Ju d icial District, and one of 
the two District Ju d ge Members of 
the Tex as Civ il 
Ju d icial 
Cou ncil. 
The appointment of these two plac­ 
es has been mad e by the d ifferent 
Gov ernors of the State. 
The last Legislatu re passed a law 
giv ing the Su preme Cou rt of 
the 
State, the au thority to rev ise all of 
the civ il proced u re law of the State. 
The Su preme Cou rt appointed 
21 
lawy ers in the State to d o this im­ 
portant work, and inclu d ed me 
as 
one of the two District Ju d ge Mem­ 
bers on the Committee. 
These three last named 
places 
call for ad d itional d u ties to 
those 
of my regu lar d u ties 
as 
District 
Ju d ge, bu t d o not carry any ad d i­ 
tional compensation.

not re-electing me, is the length of 
time that I hav e serv ed , and I want 
to get that matter clearly before 
y ou . When I was appointed Ju d ge 
of the newly created 104tn Ju d ic­ 
ial District thirteen y ears ago, 
I 
was practicing law, and was 5 3 y ears 
of age, and had been a lawy er for 
29 y ears, had formerly been a Dis­ 
trict Ju d ge for fiv e y ears. 
I hav e serv ed y ou d u ring those 
thirteen y ears, after hav ing had the 
ex perience mentioned , and hav e pu t 
into that serv ice, ev ery bit of the 
energy and ability that I possess. 
I hav e foregone the opportu nity of 
fu rther establishing a law practice, 
hav ing faith that y ou wou ld d o the 
right thing by me, if I su ccessfu lly 
filled the important office of District 
Ju d ge. I come to y ou now on 
the 
record that I hav e mad e, asking that 
y ou retain me for another term, be­ 
liev ing that from my ex perience, 1 
I can rend er better serv ice than 
1 
hav e heretofore. 
Cou rt will be in session in one of 
the Cou nties in the District u ntil 
the d ate of the Primary , and 
my 
work on the Civ il Proced u re Com­ 
mittee will take six or eight d ay s 
of each month. I know that 
y ou 
d o not want me to, and I am not 
going to neglect the d u ties of the 
office to which y ou hav e elected me, 
nor the work of the important Com­ 
mittee to which the Su preme Cou rt 
has appointed me; and this will pre­ 
v ent my making an ex tensiv e cam­ 
paign, bu t I will see ev ery one of 
y ou that I can, withou t neglecting 
my work. 
I want ev ery citizen of the Dis­ 
trict to know that I appreciate ev ­ 
ery act of kind ness that y ou 
hav e 
shown me, and that I am d eeply 
gratefu l to y ou for retaining me in 
the work that I like better than any 
other work that I hav e ev er d one.
